I s » highly esteemed 
as Judge French was. Judge French has fur 
many years filled a large space in the public eye. 
He served, several years, the people of Cla-k** 
county » aa their representative In the Legislature. 
He whs p lured on the Ciicuit Court bench at un 
curly age — afterwards was elected to Congre.-s, 
tttid than a candidate for Governor in 1840, and 
again elected to Congress for two terms, fr mi 
the Ninth Congressional District. His health 
failing him lie determined to quit the fill of po- 
litics, and removed, smite four years since lo thi- 
country; where, amongst strangers comparative- 
ly, he paid the great debt of nature; and, oil yes- 
lerday, calmly commenced ‘that sleep that knows 
no waking.' Although it was the loriune of th** 
lamented dea l, to have heen the chief and 9lan- 
dard bearer of his party in the fierce and fi-ry 
conflicts of party warfare in this district, and al- 
though slander and detraction usually levelled 
their javelirs with a deadly aim, at almost every 
politic il man in the Suite; yet so pure and spot- 
less was his private life, so mild and unexcep- 
tionable was his intercourse with his fellow man 
— never, never for the finst time, was there even 
the suspicion of reproach turned on him. Eve- 
ry one respected him — all admitted liis talent, s 
an I worth, and such was the general regard for 
him, that it was impossible to prevent the strong- 
est party ties, from being broken, whenever he 
was a candidate for public favor; He was an 
able Judge, and one of the most adroit lawyers 
of hia day ; he wielded ail influence over juries 
that was wonderful. He has been, for many 
years, a member of the Baptist church, and to 
the patriot, lie addeo the character of an humble 
und sincere Christian. 

Judge French was the wmd of Col. Richard 
CoToway, one of the first settlors of Kentucky; 
his mother was in Boousboro’ when the Indians 
beseiged it. She was the sifter of Miss Collo- 
way who was captured by the l ndiaus near the 
fort, the elory of which, is one of the most thril- 
ling which anuala of the early srlileinent of our 
State affords. He has left behind him a uame, 
which his children should he proud of, and ma- 
ny a tear will be dropped when th« intelligence 
Touches the country that Richard French is no 
more. H*»««'.

Thf. Approaciiino Annual Eclipse — O n the 
26tli inst. there will be an ec ipse of the sun, 
which will 'eserve te bi* remembered here as oue 
l( the most remarkable of tins century. 

Because the moon happ ns l this lime of the 
month lo appear smaller than the sun, it will 
however cover the suu, but in the must favora- 
ble pillions a narrow ring of ligut wid be 
seen. 

The places where this ring can be seen are iu 
it tract from 11(1 to ISO miles in br-adth, the 
middle of which passes through Portsmou'li, N. 
II., coming from the u >rlliwesl across the south- 
ern pari of New H nnpdiire, the midd e purt of 
V rmont, the norih'-rii part of this statu and 
West Canada. In t lie middle of this tract the 
ring will b* perfect, and about a thirtieth part of 
ilie sun’s diameter in breadth. 

Both thf beginning and ti e end of the eclipse 
will he vieihl throughout the whole of trie United 
States, and observations of tho u will he of great 
iiko for the determination of longitudes. 

Tho shadow of the moon coming across the 
Pacific first reaches the coast of California, near 
Sail Francisco, at about half- past two in the af- 
tarnnon, by Washington lim*- t or about half-past 
eleven in the morning, by the lime of San Fran- 
cisco; and in two hours will have covered near- 
ly the whole continent of North America, with 
iu southern limit in the .southern part of Mexi- 
co, and its northern limit beyond the northern 

pole. 

If wili continue on the whole of the United 
States nearly an hour and a half, when, first end- 
ing on the Pacific co.tst, it will pass from the 
whole country in les* than fifty minutes. 

Tne eclipse will begin in this city about sa- 
teen minutes past four in the afternoon, and end 
about thirty-eight minutes past six; the moon 
will cover from ten to eleven-twelfths of the 
sun’s diameter. v 

The effect of an annular eclipse on the earth 
and sky is less striking than that of total eclip- 
8**s, which arc described bv those who have seen 
them as presenting an nwfnl aspect during the 
short time that total dark lies-* lasts. The advance 
of the total shadow around the horizon can be 
«een from hii eminence, and as il comes on it 
plunges the regions in its path into appalling 
darkness, while a gloom hangs over the rest of 
the country. 

But flie appearances of the earth and sky du- 
*ing an annular eclipse, though worthy of more 
notice Ilian is often given, are not the principal 
features, unless the clay bo cloudy. The forma- 
tion of the ring will be, where It can basepn, 
tho great attraction of the occasion, and will, 
probably, injure the eyes of many admirers. — 
Opticam* say that Ibeir business is never more 
flourishing than after a solar eclipse. 

It appears, in a short notice of this eclipse by 
the Boston Journal, that it will be Keen in the 
morning, and the editor recommend* early rLing 
10 his read» re. 

This mistake, probably, arose from confound- 
ing astronomical time, whioh is reckoned from 
noon alone, with civil lime, which is reckoned 
from both noon and midnight— thus 4 o'clock 
means in astronomy 4 p. m and 4 a. m is called 
16 o'clock. 

It is, probably, not unknown to many of our 
readers, that in a p riod of at out eighteen yeare 9 
the Chaldean period, or the|lunar cycle, eclipses 
go through an order of performances, which are 
repeated, with but slight variations, aiptin and 
again; but that in the course of time thes^ varia- 
tions amount to great changes, so that from time 
to time some old eclipse wH’ be dropped out. and 
some new one taken up in thp eighteen year pro- 
gramme.
